Philadelphia, March 14.—A cheer­ 
ing, hero worshiping audience of men 
aud women who packed the Metropoli­ 
tan Opera House tu its capacity paid 
homage to Colonel Theodore Roose­ 
velt and to the political organization 
St which he is the leader—the Pro- 
j.ressive party.

Colonel Roosevelt's address was on 
the topic “Social and Industrial Jus­ 
tice from an Educational Viewpoint. “ 
His appearance on the platform was 
Hie signal for cheers and there were 
more cheers when he was introduced 
by Dean William Draper Lewis, of the 
University of Pennsylvania law school, 
who acted as chairman of the meet­ 
ing. And his address was continually 
interrupted by cheering as one point 
after another was driven home with 
the forceful tones aud plain, homely 
words of the speaker. 
The colonel was followed by Rev. 
George L. Ferine, of Boston, who lias 
been active in the organization of Pro­ 
gressive sentiment throughout New 
England and the country.
